County government takes on a new look Wednesday when 
Pettis County joins the ranks of 13 other second-class counties in 
Missouri. 
The change from third-class to second-class status, brought 
about because the county’s assessed valuation has exceeded $70 
million for five consecutive years, will result in a larger, more 
professional — and costlier — form of government. 
There is no major restructuring in the setup of the county’s 
administrative offices under second-class status. Rather, the 
changes, as a whole, take place within the individual 
departments. 


The most noticeable change is the creation of the job of 
county auditor 
Other changes 
enable the sheriff and 
prosecuting attorney to increase their staffs, make the presiding 
judge rather than the county clerk the chief budget officer, 
remove the collector from the fee system and grant salary 
increases to a number of county officials Also affected by the 
jump in status is the county's purchasing procedure. 
"The changes are not at all visible to the average person.” 
says former Cole County Presiding Judge Tony Hiesberger, who 
directed his county’s transition to class two status in 1973 “ It's 
more of a burden on everybody, especially the County Court, 
and an additional strain on resources.” 
Presiding Judge-elect John Bluhm estimates it will cost Pettis 
County $80,000 more to operate as a second-class county in 1975 
However. Bluhm says the county still can achieve a balanced 
budget. 
“ That’s going to be my biggest concern — getting the budget 
balanced the first time,” says Bluhm. “ It's the only kind I ’m 
going to sign.”

Jury asks to rehear two 
key White House tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The jury in the 
Watergate cover-up trial, in its first full day 
of deliberations, asked today to rehear 
two 
of 
the 
most 
important 
White 
House tapes 
The request was a further indication 
that the jury would not rush to a verdict in 
the trial of three of the most powerful men 
in former President Richard M Nixon's 
administration and 
two lawyers who 
worked for his 1972 re-election committee. 
The jury sent a note to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica asking to hear the 
conversation on June 23. 1972. between 
Nixon and defendant H. R. Haldeman in 
which they discussed using the Central 
Intelligence Agency to divert the FB I from 
its Watergate investigation.

was 
for 
the 
conversation in which White House counsel 
John W. Dean III told Nixon there was "a 
cancer" growing on the presidency. 
Sirica said he assumed the jury would 
want to hear all the taped conversations on 


the two days in which those talks took 
place. Playing those recordings could take 
three hours or more. 
The jury began its deliberations Monday 
afternoon. 
Sirica had said earlier that the jury would 
sit on New Year’s Day. but in speaking to 
newsmen today he said that was a matter 
still to be decided. 
Dashing any expectations of a quick 
verdict, the jury's first major request after 
receiving the case Monday was for tran­ 
scripts. some of them from the earliest 
stages of the three-month-old trial. 
“ We'd be trying this case all over again." 
said U.S. District Judge John J Sirica as he 
turned down the request. 
Defendants John N. 
Mitchell. H R 
Haldeman. John D Ehrlichman. Robert 
C. Mardian and Kenneth W. Parkinson re­ 
mained in the courthouse while the jury 
was weighing their fate. 
Providing the jury with transcripts was 
out of the question because the trial record 


Marshall hog plant 
to close Wednesday

MARSHALL — Beginning Wednesday. 
250 employes of Wilson and Company hog 
processing plant here will be jobless as the 
result of an announcement Monday by 
Henry S. Amalong, president and chief 
operating officer for the firm, that Wilson 
will close three plants for an indefinite 
time. 
The Oklahoma City-based company is 
one of the largest meat packing and 
processing 
companies 
in 
the 
nation. 
Besides the plant here, three hundred 
employes at the Des Moines. Iowa, plant 
and 300 at the Monmouth. 111., plant also 
will be laid off. 
Amalong said slaughter operations at 
the three plants were halted Monday 
and the plants' cutting and shipping 
operations would be concluded Tuesday. 
The company will provide holiday pay 
and a guaranteed payment for this week 
to all affected employees, he said. 
The Wilson president said decisions 
regarding additional layoffs, closings or 
resumption of operations would depend 
on economic conditions within the in­ 
dustry. 


Amalong said a substantial drop in 
demand for pork was largely responsible 
for the closings, along with high prices on 
livestock 


Don Rutter, general manager for Wilson 
here, told The Democrat-Capital it would 
take two days to get the plant back to full 
production, if the company decides to 
reopen the plant. However, he refused 
to speculate how soon that might be 
He said the Wilson Hog Market. Route 
3. would remain open “ on a day to day 
basis depending on what the economy 
does.” 


Some administrative personnel and hog 
buyers will continue to work despite the 
shutdown. Rutter said 


W'ilson. a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
LTV Corp.. has been reducing its pro­ 
duction at all plants since early 
December but stepped up the pace after 
Dec. 20. Amalong said 
The company employes 16.000 persons 
and has operations throughout the Unit­ 
ed States as well as England and New 
Zealand. Sales last year were over $2 
billion.

One of the ways Bluhm and incoming associate judges Paul 
White and Russell McFatrich can balance the budget is to 
continue to utilize federal revenue sharing funds to pay for 
programs normally funded by county general revenue funds In 
1974, for instance, the County Court appropriated $100.000 of 
federal revenue sharing funds to maintain the sheriff's 
department. In past years, the sheriff's department was 
financed out of general revenue funds 
Bluhm also says a current general revenue fund surplus of an 
estimated $50,000 will ease the expense of transition 
Some critics of the statutory requirements forcing Pettis 
County from third to second-class status argue that many of the 
changes are not necessary to ensure a smooth-working county 
courthouse The changes, they say, are designed to facilitate 
government in larger and richer second-class counties, such as 
Buchanan (St. Joseph), Greene (Springfield) and St. Charles (St. 
Louis suburb) counties. 
But Pettis County had no option. State statutes stipulate 
whenever a countv's assessed worth exceeds the $70 million 


mark for five straight years, it must adopt a second-class form of 
government beginning Jan. 1 after the next general election. 
Only counties with a population of 85.000 or more have the 
option to change to a county home rule form of government 
under a county charter, which may result in a change in name, 
duties and responsibilities of the administrative body. 
Pettis County s first auditor will be Democrat Jerry Barr, who 
defeated Republican Frank Wagner in November’s general 
election 
Barr's job basically will be to maintain an accounting system 
in conjunction with the county’s budgeting system. He also is 
responsible for making regular audits and reports of each county 
office 
The auditor will play a key role in budget proceedings. He will 
assist the budget officer (presiding judge) bv compiling figures 
of anticipated revenue and past expenditures

cans were buying gold bullion today on the 
first day of legal ownership in 41 years.

gold reported an unusually strong initial 
flurry, which slowed as the day wore on.

in the first 30 minutes, the businest 
opening for any new commodity in that 
exchange s history. 
Contracts for delivery of 100 troy ounces 
of in January were selling there for $188 50 
per pounce. Contracts for delivery in 
December 1975 hit $205 50.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Kilauea 
volcano on the Island of Hawaii began 
erupting in spectacular fashion early to­ 
day. the U.S. Geological Survey reported. 
Dr. Donald Peterson, scientist in charge 
of 
the 
survey’s 
Hawaiian 
volcano 
observatory, telephoned the survey’s head­ 
quarters with the report. 
Peterson said he and his colleagues were 
awakened by a seismic alarm that was trig­ 
gered by a rash of small earthquake 
tremors. At the same time, he said, the 
volcano, which had been swelling and in­ 
flating in recent weeks, deflated sharply 
and suddenly — a sign that lava was about 
to erupt. 
The eruption began at 12:20 a m Hawaii 
time. 6:20a.m. EST. 
Peterson said the eruption began from a 
three-mile long fissure which partly rings 
the southern end of the crater of the 
volcano, at about 3.500-feet elevation. 


There is no immediate danger to any 
people or cultivated land, the survey 
reported. 
Peterson 
said 
the 
lava 
is 
moving 
southward into an uninhabited desert area 
on the south flank of Kilauea The area is 
the Kau Desert of Hawaii National Park 
The eruption is located about 30 miles 
southwest of Hilo, the main city on the 
island. 
Peterson said it is difficult to predict 
how long the eruption will last. Such 
activity may come on strong for some 
period of time — perhaps for several days 
or weeks — and then gradually taper off. 
the survey explained.

OLEAN, N Y. (AP) — An honor student 
who was one of the best marksmen on his 
high schol rifle team was arraigned on 
three counts of second-degree murder 
today in the sniper slayings of three 
persons at Olean High School 
Anthony Barbaro, 17. dressed in jeans 
and a white T-shirt, stood between two 
guards while being arraigned in a heavily 
guarded courtroom 
Barbaro said nothing during the brief 
session as a lawyer entered an innocent 
plea for him. A hearing on the charges was 
scheduled for Friday. 
Barbaro. a senior at Olean High, was 
accused of killing the three in a shooting 
spree from a room on the third floor of the 
high school Monday. Eleven other persoas 
were taken to hospitals with wounds or 
cuts from flying glass 
Police 
captured 
Barbaro 
alter 
storming the room with tear gas They 
found him on the floor, wearing an 
apparently defective gas mask They said 
he was not injured, but was overcome by 
tear gas. 
Dist.

second-degree 
murder 
was

most 
serious charge that could be filed against 
Barbaro at this time.

After the shooting began Monday, police

Authorities said they did not know why 
the youth, a son of a manufacturing firm 
executive, went on the shooting rampage.

Colo (A P> - Of 115 bills still 
awaiting President Ford s attention, fewer 
than a dozen qualify as major legislation 
Ford plans to sign one of the measures 
— the 
administration's long-sought 
trade bill — after returning to Washington 
Thursday from his work-and-ski holiday in 
the Rockies The President must sign the 
bill bv midnight Saturday. 
Two other major pieces of legislation 
with the same signing deadline also may 
be dealt with at Washington ceremonies. 
These are emergency antirecession bills to 
create public service jobs and extend 
unemployment compensation benefits. 
Other pending major measures, with 
varying deadlines, would permit bigger 
trucks on Interstate highways, increase the 
floor under dairy price supports, create a 
commission to look into federal invasions 
of privacy and define a national health 
policy. 
The President acted on three major bills 
Monday, signing one and allowing two to 
die by pocket veto, meaning he withheld 
his signature from them 
Signed was a $2.69 billion foreign aid 
appropriation, although Ford issued a 


statement 
saying 
several 
restrictive 
amendments “ may pose severe problems 
to our interests.” One proviso cuts off 
military ad to Turkey after Feb 5 unless 
the President certifies there is substantial 
progress bv then toward a negotiated 
settlement of the Cyprus situation 
Vetoed, as promised, was a measure to 
regulate strip mining. Ford argued it 
would discourage coal production, aggra­ 
vate 
energy 
problems 
and 
add 
to 
inflationary pressures 
The President also killed a bill that 
would have required 20 per cent of oil 
imports to be hauled in American-flag tank­ 
ers. with the proportion rising to 30 per 
cent in mid-1977. He had taken no public 
stand on the legislation before. 
In a statement. Ford said the tanker bill 
would 
“ have 
the 
most 
serious 
consequences" and hurt both the economy 
and the nation’s foreign relations. 
The strip 
mining 
bill 
would 
have 
required mine operators to restore land to 
its original contours after mining and 
would have imposed a tax of 25 to 35 cents 
a ton to finance a $180 million annual land 
reclamation program.

shall be drawn or obligation incurred without the auditor first 
certifying that an unencumbered balance remains in the specific 
account. All warrants must be signed by the auditor, as well as 
the county clerk and presiding judge. 
Once a month the auditor must balance each county officer s 
account and once a year audit each account. In the past, state 
auditors have been called in to perform an audit of all county 
offices and road districts. The County Court still has the option 
to obtain an external audit, either independent or through the 
state auditor’s office, since the county auditor technically audits 
his own work. 
Bluhm said the new County Court must decide whether to 
employ a certified public accounting firm to assist in 
establishing a record-keeping system in the auditor's office and 
whether to hire an assistant for Barr, whose annual salary will 
be $12,000. 
Under third-class status, the county collector received all of 
his income through a percentage of fees collected, and paid his 
assistants from his own pocket. This is eliminated under the 
second-class setup. The fees collected by the collectors office 
will go into the general revenue fund and, in lieu of commission, 
the collector receives an annual salary of $13,500 The county, 
however, must pay assistants’ salaries. 
A recent state audit of the county collector s office showed 
that the late Raymond Wilder’s average yearly salary from 1971 
to 1973 (after paying his help) was about $25,000 With rising tax 
collections, the county should realize a profit from the office of 
at least $10,000 a year beginning in 1976. The term of the 
outgoing collector, Mrs. Lorraine Jackson, ends Feb 28 next 
year, and not Dec. 31. Because of this, the county will not 
receive a percentage of taxes collected in January and February 
Prosecuting Attorney Gary Fleming is entitled to four full­ 
time assistants under second-class status. Fleming said he will 
request in his budget $12,000 for two part-time assistants 
Circuit Judge Frank Meyer, and not the County Court, approves 
that part of the budget pertaining to assistants. 
“ I really need two full-time assistants, but I ’m only going to 
ask for two part-time ones,’’ Fleming said. “ This is way, far less 
than (the staff) of any other second-class county I ’ve seen." 
Presently, Fleming has only one assistant, Robert Liston, who 
also serves as Sedaiia city attorney. Liston’s present salary as 
assistant prosecutor is $3,600 a year. 
One of the assistants. Fleming said, will handle misdemeanor 
Magistrate Court cases while the other will concentrate on 
Circuit Court motions, research and criminal and civil non­ 
support cases. 
Fleming’s salary increases under the status change from 
about $12,000 to about $19,000 a year. The term of office also is 
extended in second class counties from two to four years

Novelist Rona Jaffe says 


Traditional family breaking down

NEW YORK (AP) — The tra­ 
ditional 
family 
is 
breaking 
down, and for good reasons, 
says noted novelist Rona Jaffe. 
Author of the best selling 
novel, “ The Best of Every­ 
thing.

“ The actual writing was not 
long.

1 was also too 
young and too involved in my 
own interpretations of things. 
Now seemed like the right time 
because I felt I had the com­ 
passion and the understanding 
to look at people from all 
sides,” she says. 


Smiling broadly over the fact 
that this, her “ latest," is also 
being considered for a movie. 
Miss Jaffe goes right to the 
point 
when 
expressing 
her 
views on the modern family in 
America. 
“ What I wanted to do was to 
write about the American fami­ 
ly and I wanted to show why 
the family is falling apart, or 
at least falling into the situ­ 
ation that it has, which is dif­ 
ferent from what it used to 
be,” she says, explaining why 
“Family Secrets” includes four 
generations and spans over 70 
years. 
“ This is the firt time I have 
written on a subject which 
spans a great deal of time. It 
has the present, but I wanted to 
show why certain characters 
developed in a particular way. 
And I wanted to start with the 
founding father.” 
The idea, she said, was to 
show 
how 
an 
adventurous 
young man came to America 
and because of his “ wander­ 


lust 
became nch and success­ 
ful. 
“ I thought it interesting that 
all these pioneers who had such 
a need to find new frontiers lat­ 
er proceeded to settle down and 
squelch their children To think 
they were doing the best by 
them by forcing them in the 
mold of You will go into my 
business, or You will go to 
this college and study what I 
want you to study,’ and ‘You 
will marry whom I want you to

What they forgot is 
that if they hadn't been maver­ 
icks, we would all still be living 
in poverty back where they 
came from,” she says.

Wrap the plug with several thicknesses of cloth and tie it 
securely so it does not scratch the washer. 1 am surprised that 
you do not have a tag that came with hour blanket giving the 
manufacturer’s directions for washing and, more especially, 
for drying. 
One manufacturer of washers suggests the following general 
directions when none are available for a parti« ular brand: 
Pretreat very soiled spots with a detergent. Always use a full 
tub of water and a liquid detergent suitable for wool. 
Immerse blanket completely. Agitate it one minute in cool 
water on gentle speed. Soak five or ten minutes. Allow washer 
to complete cycle. If put in the dryer tumble ONLY until 
binding is dry and then remove, shape to original size and 
finish drying over two lines placed rather close together. 
When dry brushing will bring up the nap. The entire drying 
process also could be done over two lines and then the 
binding touched up with an iron.

Uncle 
Sam 
is 
supposed to sell surplus property to the 
highest bidder, but all too often the big 
deals are struck in the backi ooms. 


As part of our watch on waste, we have 
uncovered a juicy. $3.3 million deal which 
the government’s chief custodian, General 
Services Administrator Ait Sampson, has 
been negotiating in the backrooms. 


He wants to sell the former Naval 
Auxiliary landing field at Charlestown. 
R.I., to the Narragansett Electric Co. for a 
flat $3.3 million, no other bids considered. 


Under the terms Sampson is ready to 
accept, the company could back out of the 
deal any time in the next 10 years if it failed 
to get approval to build a nuclear power 
plant. 


Sampson justifies the negotiated sale bv 
citing a presidential memorandum urging 
the use of surplus real estate for energy 
facilities. But we have had access to 
internal 
government 
documents 
which 
dispute Sampson's justification. 


From these documents, intended for the 
eyes only of government officials, here is a 
brief chronology of the transaction: 
^ The 
550-acre 
tract 
was declared 
surplus 
on April 26. Witlun 
10 days, 
Narragansett Ele ctric was pulling strings 
to 
get 
it. 
The 
Interior 
Department, 
however, asked for the land as a wildlife 
refuge. This request should have been 
given priority, but the General Services 
Administration complained petulantly that 
it “ merely introduces another problem 
into an already complicated case.” A 
notation from one GSA bureaucrat added: 
“God help us!” 


^ Sampson took an early, personal 
interest in the case. States one memo: 
“ Sampson has mandated to the regional 
office that there be the must expeditiously 
possible handling of this project with an 
end-of-October target for a negotiated sales 
contract to Narragansett Electric.” 


^ Other potential buyers, including the 


state of Rhode Island and the town of 
Charlestown, expressed interest in the 
property. But a GSA fact sheet declares: 
“ Present planning contemplates that these 
interests will be rejected in favor of use of 
the property as a nuclear power site.” 


The 
argument 
that 
the 
President 
wanted surplus government land “ made 
available’ 
for 
energy 
facilities 
was 
rejected by GSA’s own regional counsel. “ I 
have never had the rationale spelled out 
for this particular transaction,” wrote 
Charles Callahan in a memo dated August 
1 9. 


v Long after the decision had been made 
to sell the tract to the power company, 
GSA lied to the public about its intentions. 
Wrote the agency to Sam Seely of the 
Rhode 
Island 
Concerned 
Citizens 
on 
September 9: “ While all of the parties with 
which we have discussed disposal of this 
property are eligible to negotiate under the 
above provisions of law ... no one party has 
priority.” 


Upon learning of the proposed sale, 
Rep. Ja ck Brooks, D.-Tex., who heads a 
watchdog subcommittee, put a formal 
“ hold' 
on the transaction. “ There is no 
legal 
basis 
for 
an 
exclusive, 
non­ 
competitive 
sale 
to 
the 
Narragansett 
Electric Co..” Brooks wrote Sampson on 
November 21. 


^ On 
December 
4 
Federal 
Judge 
Raymond 
Pettine issued 
a 
temporary 
restraining order to block the proposed 
sale until the merits of the case could be 
decided. 


FOOTNOTE: Because of the pending 
case, the only comment GSA provided us 
was a copy of its reply to Brooks. In this 
letter, Sampson contends that “there is a 
legal basis” for the deal. Myron Cherry, a 
lawyer for the Rhode Island citizen group 
opposing 
the 
deal, 
declined 
specific 
comment on the case but suggested “ an 
early retirement' for Sampson.

come. 


The two problems, as everyone knows, 
are 
inflation 
and 
recession, 
and 
the 
delicate task is to alleviate the one without 
exacerbating the other. This is not a task 
for the President and the Congress alone. 
It 
is 
equally 
a 
task 
for 
labor 
and 
management, and for state and 
local 
governments also. 


W’e will all be better off if we accept the 
unpleasant truth that there is no quick and 
easy solution. Every effective remedy, 
including the remedy of doing as little as 
possi ble , 
will 
be 
pa inful. 
The 
unemployment rate is quite likely to hit 9 
per cent before it begins to decline, and to 
be unemployed — to have no gainful work 
to do — is an agonizing experience. 
Nothing is more self-destructive to the 


spirit of a self-reliant human being than to 
find himself, in the dreadful British word, 
“ redundant.” 


The cure for recession :s to get people 
back to work, and to put dollars in their 
pockets. But the cure is bound to be 
ineffective if 
the dollars 
are inflated 
dollars, buying less thar dollars bought 
before. That is what is happening now, 
With inflation racing along at an annual 
rate of more than 12 per ent. the typical 
family is lagging behind Alice and the Red 
Queen. In their Looking-Glass World, they 
had to run as fast as they could just to stay 
in the same place. Wage increases today 
lose their meaning. For the past year, the 
wage earner has been running his legs off: 
and he is 5.6 per cent behind where he was. 


A 
moderate 
tax 
cut 
makes 
sense, 
especially if it is designed to relieve the 


maddening paradox that now results from 
our income tax laws. So long as present 
rates and brackets remain unchanged, one 
result is that an increase in earnings 
triggers an increase in taxes, which wipes 
out the increase in earnings. 


A policy of “ doing as little a s possible ” 
also would include some relief for the 
automobile industry and some relief for 
the home-building industry. The se are the 
sick giants of our economy. Make the m 
well — or at least make them better — and 
we will be on our way to recovery. But Mr. 
Ford is absolutely right, in my own vie w, 
in resisting the Draconian surgery tha t 
some economists are urging on him. If the 
federal government runs up a $25 billioh 
deficit this year, and a $35 billion de ficit 
next year, we will wind up with pickle d 
beets in the stew. It is a prospect we ought 
to a void.

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Two disturbances 
at prison quelled

i APi — Guards stormed their 
way into a prison hospital to 
rescue two women hostages 
who were being stabbed by 
convicts in one of two dis­ 
turbances at the Washington 
.state penitentiary. 


The women were among 13 
persons 
held 
hostage 
by- 
prisoners during the dis­ 
turbances which occurred at 
nearly the same time Mon­ 
day. All of the hostages were 
later freed. 


“ Things are quiet,“ A. J. 
Murphy, prison information 
officer, .said Monday night. 
“ Kveryone has been returned 
to his cell.“ 
Murphy said charges prob­ 
ably will be filed against the 
two inmates involved in the 
hospital violence. Their iden­ 
tities were not released. 
The two inmates forced 
their way onto the first floor 
of the three-story hospital 
and first seized two doctors. 
Then they released the doc­ 
tors and moved to the second 
flo o r, takin g six more 
hostages. Murphy said. 
Prison Supt. B. J. R hay and 
aide James Harvey negotiat­ 
ed with the inmates from the 
first floor for about one hour 
before 25 specially trained 
guards carrying riot sticks 
stormed the floor and freed 
the hostages. 
As the guards entered the 
hospital, the inmates began 
.s ta b b in g tw o 
w om en 
hostages, authorities said. 
They said the two inmates by 
that time were under the in­ 
fluence of seized hospital 
drugs. 


Stabbed were Wanda Goins, 
a registered nurse, and Annie 
Sporleader. a dental assis­ 
tant. Injured by broken glass 
were Delores Day, an office 
w orker, and M rs. Gene 
Miller, an X-ray technician. 
All four were reported in 
good condition at local 
hospitals. 


About the same time, some 
inmates took control of a eell- 
block wing and held five 
guards hostage. R hay and 
Harvey negotiated for their 
release after entering the 
cellblock unarmed. There 
were no injuries reported in 
that disturbance and the 200 
inmates in the wing were re­ 
turned to their cells while 
guards searched for weapons. 


Officials said they did not 
know how many of the 200 
took part in the disturbance, 
but they believed it was a 
small number.

NEW YOR K (AP) - All 
through history man has been 
dazzled by gold, attributing to 
it properties that justified ven­ 
eration and. 
contrarily,

ior. 
Another episode began Tues­

greed, as Americans for the 
first time in 41 years are per­ 
mitted to own the metal in its 
plain, unfabricated state. 
Nobody knows what the fu­ 
ture holds for gold, but they do 
know its past, that it always 
has been considered a reposito­ 
ry of value, even when nothing 
else was, that it has always 
been acceptable in transaction 
— everywhere. 
The immediate question now 
is at what price will it be ac­ 
ceptable. Almost never since it 
was 
banned in 
the United 
States has faith in paper cur­ 
rency been so low, and for that 
reason people might buy hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars of 
the metal. 
But, as nobody can fail to ob­ 
serve, another factor is in­ 
volved in the latest gold rush, 
and that is the attraction of 
weallh Gold is being promoted 
not as a conservatory of wealth 
but as the possible multiplica­ 
tion of it. 
For decades the ownership of 
gold 
was 
considered 
con­ 
servative. Now it is looked 
upon and promoted as an op­ 
portunity for capital gains. 


It is true that gold has been a 
good investment over the past 
six or seven years, rising from 
under $50 an ounce to its 
present price around $200 


The intriguing question now 
is whether those who have held 
gold for the past few years will 
be inclined to act as insiders do 
in stocks, that is, sell and take 
their profits from the masses. 


As yet, there aren’t the com­ 
pelling circumstances neces­ 
sary for gold owners to feel se- 
cure in unloading their hoards 
The world monetary order still 
is shaky. Countries are near 
bankruptcy. Inflation rages. 
But a good investor doesn't 
live in the present; he observes 
the present and tries to deter­ 
mine what it leads to. And, de­ 
spite the gloom, there are some 
indications that nations might 
begin to set their houses in or­ 
der.

pand Money in bars of gold 
serves no similar purpose; in 
fact, it deprives industry of its 
needs. 


Will it be merely a fad? No­ 
body knows how’ much gold 
really means to the American 
people, but many of the sym}:

Bill calls

JE F F E R S O N CITY. Mo. 
(AP) — County courts would 
have to have a public hearing 
before they could set proper­ 
ty tax rates under a bill pro­ 
filed Monday in the Missouri 
legislature. 


House Speaker Pro Tem 
R ichard DeCoster. D-Canton. 
who introduced the bill, said 
the hearing would give tax­ 
p a y e rs “ an open window” to 
watch property tax rates be­ 
ing set. 


DeCoster said that Mis­ 
sourians are being overtaxed 
millions of dollars yearly be­ 
cause local governments fail 
to use the current year's as­ 
sessed valuation. The bill re 
quires that the hearing notice 
show the current year's as­ 
sessed valuation, the budget 
to be funded by the property 
tax and the proposed tax 
rate 


Other House bills in ­ 
troduced Monday included 
one that orders the state 
Highway Patrol to direct a 
statewide campaign to en­ 
grave property of citizens 
with drivers' license numbers 
to identify them in case they 
are stolen. 


On the Senate side, a bill 
was prefiled to set a state 
minimum wage of $2.25 an 
hour The measure would ex­ 
clude babysitters, domestic 
workers who work on a tem­ 
porary basis and jobs lasting 
less than four months.
